Chicago, 111., Aug. 29.—Twelve steel 


arches, each 
weighing thirty-thre* 


taws, which were to have supported the 
superstructure of the Coliseum build- 
in;;, in course of erection in VTabnsh 
u vouu<>, between Fifteenth and Six- 
teenth streets, fell to the ground with 
a crash. It Is known that six lives 
were crushed out. The bodies of at 
least three more are supposed to be 
under the wreckage. Seven are In the 
hospital with injuries received In the 
Occident, and of these two will die. 
Due may rot-over and the rest are In- 
jured seriously.

ed; Edward Murray, head and both 
Ugs cut off; itlcl.aul puerman, head cut

the twelfth and last one, having just 
been completed. II was the intention 
sf the steel contractors, the l*Ittsburg

Tho immense "traveler" or derrick 


which had been used In the erection 
af Iho arches had been removed and 
.ho agents of the bridge company wore 
accounting their work practically as 
,'omplptod, when suddenly and without 
•ho slightest warning the arch Inst put 
n pUifo foil against the one next to It. 
File weight was too much for this. It 
save way, crashed against the third, 
ind (hen one by one the groat stool 
spnns foil over to the soulh. 


Nearly all the men who vrwe killed 


wore at work on top of the arches, 
•orty f(>ot above the ground. Some of 
them iiuulo futile attempts to slide 
Jown the sido of the arches, but before 
:hoy could save themselves were hurl- 
»d to tho ground. Many of them uttor- 
id piercing shrieks for aid as they foil. 
Most of thorn were kllllod outright. 
Tlio skulls of the men wore crushed, 
iholr limbs were cut off as if by a 
monster knlfo and thoy wore mangled 
jpyond recognition. 


Tho Immense structure began falling 


«lowly, each arch being sustained by 
:ho cross beams supporting tho entire 
structure. As the mass gained impe- 
tus, bars of stool, throe Inches thick, 
mapped with a loud report and tho 
front mass moved faster and faster in 
Its doscont. AVith a crash that was 
joard block* distant 1ho structure foil, 
cnvlng tho walls practically uninjured. 


Au immense crowd ga1horo<2 around 


Iho place and, despite tho efforts of 
tho police, tho people swarmed over 
'he run si of wreckage, making despot- 
ate but ill-directed efforts to drag out 
:ho dead and to save tho wounded. It 
was only with Iho greatest difficulty 
:hat the police wore able to drive back 
the crowd and give tho firemen and 
ininjured workmen a chance to rescue 
the Injured. 


The Convent Holocaust. 


Nyack, N Y., Aug. 29.—-In a fierce 
ire which wrecked tho Convent of St. 
ignes, at Sparkill. N. Y., four children 
,ost their lives and a. dozen others, sis- 
ters and pupils of the convent, were 
50 badly injured that their Injuries 
may result fatally. It is thought to be 
the work of an incendiary. The dead 
ire: Theresa Murphy, sixteen years 
»ld; Jane —.• servant, seventy-two 
rears old^ Helen Brown, six years old; 
Emma Mackin, seven years old. The 
injured are: 
Sister Ignatius, jumped 


from fourth story: concussion of spine; 
jurned about the hands; may die. Sis- 
jer Mnrie, concussion 
of spine and 


ihock; badly burned; may die. Sister 
Sienna, suffering from shock, may die. 
Bister Agnes; jumped from

Helen Shea, inmate 
rwelve years old, hip broken. 


A dozen or more other sisters and in- 


mates were Injured by jumping or 
rmrned In the work of rescue. 
The 


rrooclen buildings which comprised the 
some burned like tinder and were de- 
stroyed In a very few minutes. "Prac- 
:ically nothing was saved from the in- 
stitution. 


In all there were 326 children, of 


prhom sixty were girls, In the iustitu- 
:Ion,wnen the fire broke out. There 
nrere also forty Sisters la charge, un- 
Jer the direction of Mother Peters. 
Most of the children were sent to the 
»rphnnfice through the Gerry society 
ind police magistrates. All of the 
Shrter* and children, as well as the 
wounded, are being cared for at the 
Blauvelt Convent, which is about two 
miles from the scene of the conflagra- 
tion. About twenty-five of the children 
received injurlon, none of which the 
icotors think will prove fatal. 


The convent wns a Catholic institu- 


tion ami tin pupils came from all over 
the country. Children wove teduoatod 


' until they wore eighteen yean of age.

York somewhat lower than the do- 
mestic rate, and PIliliKleTplila, Balti- 
more, Norfolk and Newport News 
usually lake rates which are certain 
differentials below the New York rate 
on both domestic aud export traffic. 


During the period of closed lake 


navigation the export aud domestic 
grain rates to New York and the other 
ports mentioned ordinarily should be 
the saim. Hates <o other ports. Includ- 
ing Boston and ports on the Atlantic 
north of Boston, and Oalveston, New 
Orleans and other Oulf ports perhaps 
may be made properly lower on export 
than on domestic traffic to enable them 
to compete for the export business. 
Such an adjustment of rates would 
be to the advantage of the carrier, and 
just alike to the American consumer 
and tho American producer. Export 
grain rates should not be less to the 
seaboard from any ,->oint than from 
any Intermediate point on the same 
line. 


As to the rates on export flour as 


compared with export wheat the com- 
mission holds that public policy and 
good railway policy alike seem to re- 
quire the same rate on export wheat 
and export flour, but in view of all the 
conditions shown In the investigation 
a somewhat bijrher rate on export flour 
than on export wheat Is not in viola- 
tion of that statute. 


The published difference in rates in 


too wide, nnd the rate on flour for ex- 
port should not exceed that upou ex- 
port wheat by more than 2 cents per 
100 pounds, 


It further appeared that carriers en- 


gaged In the transportation of export 
flour from .Minneapolis at a rate which 
Is ll1^ cents le«s than the domestic- rate 
to the port of export, refuse to make 
any corresponding confession to in- 
termediate millers. The commission 
rules that this is unjust and unlawful 
discriminates against such Intermedi- 
ate t rattle. 


The commission also decides that 


rntes on export traffic must he publish- 
ed and filed In accordance with Ilie pro- 
visions of Section f> of the Interstate 
Commerce act. It is further held that 
po-called through export rates made by 
adding the ocean rate to the inland 
rail rate are nor analogous to joint 
rntes made by joint arrangement be- 
Iween railway carriers subject to the 
statute, and it is enoutrh if the railway 
carrier publishes and maintains It's 
own rate to the seaboard.

IE ARE RELEASED ON BAIL. 


Two of the "Angel Dancers" Out of 


Ilackensaek Jail. 


Hackensack, N. J., Aug. 20.—Mary 


Storms and John McClmtock, who 
were arrested with others of the so- 
called "Angel dancers" at the- "Lord's 
Farms," at Woodclitro, have been re- 
leased from the Ilackensaek Jail on 
ball. Thoy were charged with dis- 
orderly conduci. They wore admitted 
to bail by Justice Cummings, and the 
bonds were signed by Frederick Van 
Riper, a wealthy fanner of Woodcliffo. 
Tho others under arrest include Hunts- 
man Mnason, (Jarry Storms and the 
two Lamb girls, Emily and Lucy, 
whoso ages are fourteen and six- 
teen years, respectively. Tho charges 
against Mnason, who is the leader of 
the band. Is keeping a disorderly house 
and committing criminal assaults on 
the Lamb girls. The cane will come 
before tho ttorgon County grand jury, 
which meets .it Ilackensaek on Sept. 
12. 


Frederick Van Riper explained that 


ho wtis not a member of the "Angel 
Dancers" and that his only interest in 
them wns of t\ business nature. He 
said at the beginning of Iho season bo 
entered into an agreement withMnnson 
and Siorrus to work one of his fruit 
orchards on shares. This orchard is 
now loaded with fruit which will go 
to waste unless it is picked without 
delay. Tho "Angel Dancers" would 
not permit any one else to pick tho 
fruit arid this was why \ an Riper was 
anxious to got them out of jail.

Wajrne McVeigh' Prtientu Ills Brief

Washington, D. O., Ang. 29.—Wayne 


MacYeagh has presented to Attorney 
General (iriggg his brief, asking that 
the' conviction of Captain Oberliri M. 
Carter, of the engineer corps, be set 
aside. In it be vigorously denounces 
"the enemies of Captain Cartel-'' and 
makes a personal declaration that his 
client Is blameless. The brief says:— 
"I ttegan the examination of the 


record of the trial with the strongest 
Impression that'Captain Carter must 
be guilty. A most careful study of the 
evidence has completely satisfied me 
that Captain Carter Is as Innocent a 
man as 1 am. It is not only thut there 
Is absolutely nothing in the proofs sub- 
mitted which 1st entirely compatible 
with his innocence, but many facts are 
proven which are absolutely Irrecon- 
cilable with his arullt. 


"A serious misrepresentation Is that 


the President lias l>een desirous of 
shielding Captain Carter. The Presi- 
dent, to my knowledge, has never ask- 
ed of anybody but two questions con- 
cerning this case. First, was Captain 
Carter's trial conducted in accordance 
with law, and in the second place, Is 
be innocent or guilty? 


"Innumerable falsehoods have been 


communicated to The press during the 
la«t year concerning this case, but I 
hope that here alter the enemies of 
Captain Carter will cease furnishing 
them, or that they will have the cour- 
age to sicn them with their proper 
names, or all honest men must believe 
them to be not only wilful, but also 
cowardly, detainers of an innocent 
man. 


"I desire to assume the entire respon- 


sibility for Captain Carter's silence, 
lie has often begged for permission to 
bring liis maligners into a court of jus- 
tice, but I have InsKiv>d that sooner or 
later his case would be fairly heard 
and properly decided, and that it was 
impossible for him to enter into dis- 
putes before that hearing had taken 
place."

Western Senators 
nnd ItoprescntativfS hnve been advised 
by their constituents lo assemble at the 
next Congress fortified, with enough 
reasons to convince the Government 
that it is its duty lo render substantial 
aid to the eutciprise.

In the building of ihl's gigantic reser- 


voir it is proposed to divert tho surplus 
waters of tho Big and Little Larmnrfe

Tlje bine crab to a pretty fair band 
at catching null. It will lie In shallow 
water motionless, with Itu plucer clawg 
«x tended and Its plncer* open, waiting 
for a chunce to nip a minnow. If on*, 
coining swimming along through the 
water, should happen to pau» between 
those open Jaws, suddenly the Jaws 
flow and that is the last of the min- 
now. But the blue crub can do better 
than tills; sonietlinM It will hold mo- 
tionless In one claw a shred of some- 
thing on which it has been feeding as 
a bait for minnows, holding at the 
same time its other big claw .with the 
plncer open, waiting. 
The minnow 


pomes up, charging for the food held 
In the closed claw, but there are likely 
to be enough of them to spread, and 
they may come from various directions, 
no that more than likely oue will come 
within the waiting pincers of the open 
claw, and when one docs the proceed- 
ings are cloned for the time being. 


But sometimes the minnows get the 


Mue crab, as they do when the crab is 
shedding. The crab knows when that 
time is coming, and then it makes for 
» place where it can shed Its shell and 
staj in safety until Its new sli^ll is suf- 
ficiently hard to protect it 
The crab 


fomes in with the tide and makes for 
some place on the bottom, in shallow 
water, perhaps along the edge of the 
eel grass, or under some protecting 
patch of ulva. and then proceeds to 
dig a hole in which it can stay after it 
has shed Its shell until it 
I'H strong 


enough to go about. It digs the sand 
or mud up around from under itself, 
sind. as likely as not, leaves its discard- 
ed shell, in a most lifelike, form, up on 
the sand on the edge of' the hole in 
front of it. Tills shell would frighten 
away sonic small fishes thai would not 
dare to tjiekle a crab in Its ordinary 
condition. The discarded shell Is a help 
to fishermen \\lio are hunting crabs, be- 
r-ause it shows where a crab may be 
found, and weaktish. which come in 
Flioie in shallow water to feed, hunt up 
soft <Tahs by watching the neighbor- 
hood of the spot where they (Ind a 
shell, .1nst as a libhcrmun would do. 


Sometimes a fisherman discovers a 


«olt trab by (lie splashing that the min- 
nows kick ii'i around it. 
If undis- 


turbed the minnows swarming around 
the- helpless crab kill it and eat it. Hut 
Komel hues another blue crab will ap- 
pear n<l bieal\ up the minnow's feast. 
Tliis In a blue crab that has not shed 
Its shell, but has its armor on. 
It 


comes stalking In among tho minnows, 
perhaps nipping one of them in one of 
Its plncer claws as it comes up and dis- 
persing the rest 


The blm> crab la n cannibal; It will 


pat Its own kind. If when this crnb 
monies up there is any of the soft crnb 
left, the newcomer will very likely eat 
1hat lirst. with one claw, holding mean- 
while in its other, the wriggling min- 
now which it had seized at the outset, 
keeping that to lop off with.

A loaded cap jumped out »f a freight 
train and lodged la a dlfoh nnd the 
train coupled up and reached its des- 
tination without the crew either know- 
ing that an accident had occurred or 
missing the car from the train. 


Charles Brugnell. of Uoodhouse, 111., 


the conductor the train, tells the story. 
He says: 


"When I delivered my train I was 


told I was a car short. I thought a 
mistake must have been made in 
checking me up. I was called up for 
an explanation. The clerical records 
showed plainly enough that I had tak- 
en out of Hast St. Louis a car of hard 
coal that 1 had never delivered. I had 
lost it some place between Kast St. 
Louis and Kloomlngton. I couldn't ex- 
plain it. We had made up a heavy 
rain, put two engines In front of it 
ind a caboose behind it, and when I 
lelivered it would have sworn that it 
stood just as we had made it up, and 
hat every car left or added along the 
Ine was accounted for. 
"The next morning one of the passen- 
er crews reported a coal car wrecked 
n the ditch near Atlanta. 
When it 


was looked up it proved to be the car 


'. had lost. 
The superintendent asked 


me why I had not reported the wreck, 
t was news to me and it was net\s to 
the whole crew. 
We knew nothing 


ibout it. It seemed impossible that it 
could have occurred and not have been 
seen, but it did. If I had read of such 


thing happened upon another road I 


would not have believed it. 
, 


'The ear that jumped out of my train 


was the eleventh behind the engine. It 
was loaded with hard coal and 1 sup- 
jpse we were running something over 
iWenly miles an hour when the car 
uiuped out. The train ws coupled up 
rt'ith automatic couplers, and Mlien the 
•ar lelt its place the twelfth car. Just 
lehind it, en me up and coupled on at 
the rear of the tenth car." 


The Chicago & Alton experts h:m 


igrecd that this remarkable loss of a 
•ar out of the middle of a lapldly-rnn- 
ilng train of twenty-one loaded' cais 
•an be explained in but one waj. The 
lange of a front truck wheel upon the 
:ar wrecked is bioLen. and just below 
where the car lodged the ties are 
narked as though by a car off the 
rack 
The couplers catch witli what 


s commonly known as "the Indian 
;rip," catching automatically. 
When 


the (lange of the coal ear broke, it is 
•ensoued, the car lelt the truck at that 
nd and uncoupled itself from the car 
.ihend by pulling oue of the couplers, 
or hands, below the plane of the other. 
At the same tiiie the coupler at the 
other end sank below the piano of its 
.nate and uncoupled the car there, and, 
.»y some peculiar wrench, the uncou- 
pled car was shot out of the train and 
fell fifty feet from the track, while the 
trainmen were all unconscious how 
near they had been to a bad wreck 
and death. 


It is related among railroad men that 


an occurrence very like that at Atlanta 
happened years ago on the Lelngh Val- 
ley, where a car left its train nnd rolled 
down a long embankment and into a 
thick underbrush just leafing in early 
summer. The trainmen did not see the 
car so and it was not known that they 
bad lost It until tho train was checked 
up and a car proven missing. In a lit- 
tle while the greening vegetation en- 
rirely hid it and the disappearance of 
the car of valuable merchandise be- 
•ame the chief mystery of the road. 
When the leaves fell In the autumn the 
car was found and the freight which 
ailed it was recovered with very little 
.oss. The lost car of the Leingh was 
not, though, as remarkably lost as the 
Chicago it Alton car, for the Lehigh 
car was the last upon the train and 
could easily escape, while the Chicago 
& Alton car left the middle of the 
train. 


BIRD PLIGHT 


Mark as a Model for Aerial 


Navigation. 


The latent flying machine Is th« In- 


vention of Herr Arthur Kteiizel. of 
Hamburg, Germany. Like many of his 
predecessors, especially Lilieuthal, he 
has made a special study of the flight 
of birds to guide him In bis construc- 
tion work. The grace and power of 
the stork especially appealed to him, 
and the resemblance which his ma- 
chine bears to that bird is easily noted. 


One of the chief problems in aerial 


navigation has been that of alighting 
gently and at will, and this he has 
learned from the stork as it hovers 
over his nest. It rises and moves for- 
ward by the action of the huge elastic 
winxs, which Imitate faithfully the ac- 
tion of a Hying bird.

Ih quality .aoid style, how- 
ever, the lace Is quite s subject to vari- 
ation as is tha't of any other make, nnd 
ample opportunity Is therefore afforded 
for the individuality of the worker to 
assert itself. 


It is to Miss^Sibyl Carter, of New

CURIOUS LODGE ROOM 


An HUtorle C«»« UMd by M O44 


Velluw tio«l«ty. 


Probably the wo it curious meeting 


lilaee in the world is the lodge room 
of Gap Crwk J,odgf, No 72, Independ- 
ent of Order of Odd Fellows. 
The 


lodge tor five yean has been meeting 
in Hyiler'8 Cave, near Gap Run, Tenn. 
The cave, in Carter county, five miles 
from Elizabeth town and seven miles 
from .Johnson City, was discovered by 
the llrst settlers of Tennessee. Eartn 
taken from the cave has lone been, 
u^wl for the manufacture of saltpetre. 
Din-lug the Civil War the cave was 
worked by the Confederate Govern- 
ment, and thousands of pounds of salt- 
pt-tre were made there. Some of the 
powder used in the battle of King's 
Mountain was manufactured from salt- 
petre dug in this cave. 


The cave lies due east and west, and 


at any timo during the day there is 
light enough to read. The anteroom 
ot the lodge room Is twelve feet square, 
•uvhed over by variegated limestone. 
It is separated from the main hall by 
folding doors. 


The hall proper is much lower than 


the anteroom. The main floor is 20x 
3C> feet. At one end is a rostrum 12 
feet square, elevated thirty inches 
above the floor. The roof is an arch, 
the top of which Is twenty feet from 
the floor. During the summer season 
the sim chines in tbe face of the Noble 
Grand fiom 3 o'clock until evening. 


Since the lodge, which ha« fifty-fV\e 


members, began meeting in the cave it 
has had no deaths. Frequently picnics 
•md occasionally preaching services are 
held in the cave, which is so light that 
pictures can be taken sixty feet under 
ground \\ithout artificial light.

Pavement of Glass.

We 
were running short of ammunition, 
when General Meade, dismissing his 
staff below, rode with a single orderly 
to our exposed position. The boys 
were all at white heat and in a state 
of frenzy because the ammunition 
called for had not come. They heaid 
the quiet man on horseback say re 
peatedly to the captain that the liil 
must he held at all hazards, ammn 
nitiou or no ammunition. This vexed 
them, but they knew that the officer 
whoever he was, spoke the truth am 
they began to collect the unexploded 
bhelis that had been fired at them 
from the confederate batteries. 


"There were a great many of these 


scattered oter our part of the hill and 
when Meade comprehended what the 
boys were doing he TI as greatly pleas- 
ed. He dismounted and m a yuiet 
sort of way proceeded to supervise 
the collection of snells. He was in 
fatigue diess and wore no shoulder 
straps and none of the men recognized 
him. They thought he was some ord- 
nance officer and finally, when he 
turned his horse over to his orderly 
and proceeded to carry shells himself 
they did not resent his supen ision. 
As a rule the shells were heavier than 
the general expected aud he did not 
compare in cttu leucy with the stal 
w.irt artillerymen rushing about with 
the recklesbness and energy of mad- 
men.
